No prior art of record discloses or renders obvious a process for producing a mineral 
turpentine oil having a saybolt color better than +20 from a crude oil wherein the crude oil is 
distilled to produce kerosene/aviation turbine fuel cut (ATF) which is then subjected to Merox 
treatment to remove mercaptan from the cut. The treated cut is then distilled to obtain MTO 
which is then contacted with an adsorbent to improve saybolt color.
